| received the award at the 
Leaguers, Inc. Annual Cotillion in June 
and on the 21st set out for the long 
journey. We sailed on the Arosa 
Kulm from Canada with some 796 
"Experimenters" enroute to India, 
Japan, England and Africa. 

An uneventful but gay sea journey 
found us in Plymouth, England. After 
three days housed at the fabulous 
Lancaster Gate Hotel, | enplaned via 
BOAC to Kano, Nigeria, thence via 
West African Airways to Lagos, 
Nigeria—my destination—where | met 
my foreign family. 

My Host-Family 

Imagine my surprise when intro- 
ductions were made to learn they 
were ordinary—Mr. and Mrs. Phillips 
—no impossible foreign name to pro- 
nounce, proud parents of three chil- 
dren, ages six, four and two. Both 
professional photographers; he with 
studio in the basement of their home, 
she operating a successful studio а 
few blocks away. I learned the pro- 
fession held a promising future, be- 
cause so many natives "loved having 
their pictures taken." 

The Home 

Fashioned of clay and stone filling, 
much more substantial than many of 
the thatch roof adobes, was pleasant- 
ly furnished American fashion, the 
living room boasting a beautiful Hi- 
Fi. The only difference—the kitchen 
was upstairs, Although there was no 
bathroom, there was cold water 
shower, and best of all, toilet facilities 
inside with proper flushing equipment. 

Our Meals 

The household was blessed with 
serrvices of a cook (general trend 
among the middle class Nigerians). 
Three meals a day—typical American 
style breakfast of eggs, strip of bacon 
and very good coffee, with one vari- 
ation, which included plantains 
(banana type food). 

Lunch of yams with TUO sauce 
(rich gravy with tiny green vegetables 
and peppers), ground nut cakes (from 


the EFO bean). Dinners, usually MOI- ' 


MOI, an extremely hot dish of ground 
beef, served with rice and cassavas. 
I'll always bless my host-parents for 
reducing the temperature of this dish 
to suit my taste. 
Schools 

The majority operated by mission- 
dries, with a few native authority. 
Teachers mostly of secondary training.

Sullivan Davis 
TRAINER OF SHOW HORSES

The scene, Madison Square Garden, the event—The Annual International 
Horse Show, where horsemanship receives its most severe test and where the 
art of equestrianship reaches its apex. Mounting tension grips the hugh 
crowd; the stubbornly contested final event, the last decisive jump, the stilled 
crowd breaks into a roar—the winner, little pigtailed Mickey McCormick. 

Standing near the tanbark, the impenetrable features of Sullivan Davis 
seem momentarily bathed in satisfaction. Thus, another ribbon for thar great 
trainer of show horses. 

For more than two decades Sullivan Davis of Hanover Farms, New 
Jersey has had winners at horse shows in Madison Square Garden, Devon 
and Harrisburg, Pa., Madison, N. J., New York State Fair, and events too 
numerous to recall. 

"| was brought up on a farm in Shelby, Virginia, riding horses at an 
early age and literally living with them. In 1926 when the opportunity came, 
through my employer (1 was operating a steam shovel) to join him at Han- 
over Farms, | jumped at the chance. Although it meant long hours, 6 A.M. to 
9 P.M., I felt that this was what I really wanted. | liked working with the 
young fillies and colts, watching them grow, learning the elementary rudi- 
ments and helping to guide them to ever better performances. 

"No, | don't think horses are the most intelligent of animals. In the first 
place they are slow to catch оп. You have to guage а horse's capacity to 
learn; it requires a great deal of patience in the initial stages of training a 
filly or colt, but as they learn more, so does their confidence grow. In this 
respect they are like humans. Horses in general are extremely sensitive 
and tempermental and require infinite kindness to win them to you. 

"| would say that many of the best horses are from Kentucky, although 
Гуе seen foals reared in New Jersey сор many a ribbon. Of course the 
training of horses has always been our major objective, but a number of 
horsemen have brought their youngsters to us for training to ride in shows. 
Luckily we have had a fair amount of success. 

"No, | don't think | would choose another vocation. | find my days gain- 
fully full. You see the season runs from March through November, and we 
are continually on the go and we really don't have an off season, because 
we are always preparing for the next show season." 

The sputniks, the vanguards seem far away for wife Helen and Sullivan 
at Hanover Farms, for aside from membership at Mt. Zion Baptist Church, 
Newark and participation as a member in Club 14, one of the outstanding 
social and civic clubs, their wide blue yonder is-THE TANBARK TRAIL—The 
Eastern Horse Shov:s from March through June.
